Ged forbid that this fhould ever be the State of 
the Body- Politic ! God forbid that any Symptom of 
this terrible Kind fheuld ever threaten OLD bnG- 
Lanp! Wemight weep, we might wring our Hands 
over our expiring Country ; but who wv ould under 
take? or, rather, who could hope to fave it! 

While there is Life there is Hope, is the Comfort 
ufually adminiftred to thofe, whom the Collece have 
civen over: But the Exiftence of a free Common- 
wealth ought never to hang epona fingle Hair, 
which, perhaps, a fingle Breath might break : When 
a Nation becomes fnfenfisle of its own Danger, it is 
undone, and Hope itfelf would then be little bet- 
ter than Phrenzy. ; 

When the Malady firft fhews irfelf, therefore, is 
the Time to apply the Remedy: Delay but eniee- 
bles the Conftitution, while it invigorates the Dil- 
eafe: And while we put off the Cure, we render it 
impoffible. 

But a Nation may have the Spleen, may be Fan- 
ty-fick, as well as Lidividuals: So Politicians fay : 
but who believes them ? Sure Lam, that the Lvg- 
Lif Nation hath been hitherto govern’d by what it 
felt, not what it fancy’'d : Our Feeling may, perhaps, 
‘be fomewhat more delicate, than our Neighbours; 
because we have as yet more Liberty ; but, in Pro- 
portion as that, which is the Organ of our Senfa- 
ticn, becomes cbftructed, we thail grow as ftupid 
and as patient as they. We 

Wile, therefore, we CAN YET FEEL, It is 
our Duty, and ought to be our Buttnefs to fpecify 
our Complaints, to lay open our Cafe, and put in 
Practice the proper Means to bring about our Re- 
covery. 

Butis it in our Power to ftate our Cafe, preci/ely, 
asitis? Why truly when the Commonwealth la- 
bours under a Complication, it is no ealy Matter 
to {pecify every bad Symptom, or deferibe every par- 
ucular Grievance: But tho’ a// cannot, perhaps, be 
cieumftantially fet down, more than enough may be 
coll.cted, to fhew the Extremity we are redac’d to, 
sind the indiipentable Neceflity cf immediate Help, 
to prevent our immediate D.ffolution, 

in the natural Body Nature is often its own 
Phyfician, and by itsown Vigour and Virtue throws 
off the peccant Matter: But itis not fo in the Budy- 
Politic: As the Work of Man can never be fo per- 
tet as that of God, there never was yet any Go- 
vernment eftablith’d, which did not partake of hu- 
man Weakuefs, which did not leave an Inlet for 
human Corruption: And tho’ Vime di/cavers thefe 
Imperfection:, it never exvres them: On the con- 
trary, what was é¢d in the Inftitution, becomes 
worfe by Continuance: And the perpetual Care 
of the Leri lative Power is neceflary to corre& thofe 
Frrors at.d Frailttes which the frf? Legiflators did 


not, perbups, torefee, or could not prevent. 
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There cceurs, moreover, once in half an Age, | 





or oftener, a Crifs, when a Nation mutt either be 
utterly ruin’d, Or inpantly faved: And whew tuch a 
Crifts is at Hand, thofe who have read your lat Pa- 
pers, can hardly be at a Fcfs to guefs > But, tor tear 
they fhould, I will add, That it is then felf evident, 
when the Voice ofa whole Nation hath been long, 
loudly, and continually erying out, ag auft the wick- 
ed Meafures of thole in Power; bath pfaindy and 
explicitly declar’d what thofe Meatures are; and 
yet thofe in Power perf? in carrying on the /ame 
wicked Mealures, nay, accompany them with 
many cruel Aggravations; treat the Remonftrances 
of the Public with Contempt, and even fet thei:

FOREIGN AFFAEFRS. 
SWEDEN. 

Stockholm, Od?. 29. At prefent, every Body is 
charm’d with the Looks and Language of the Suc- 
celior Elect to this Crown, who, in his Perfon and 
Garb very much refembles Charles XII. and is ftill 
more like him in his Manners. He eats fparingly, 
ules a great deal of Exereife, and applies himfelt af- 
fiduoully to the Study of our Language. His Com- 
pliment to the King was much taken Notice of. 
Sire, faid he, The Swedifh Nation have appointed 
me your Succeffor. I will make it the Bufine/s of 
my Life to perjuade you, by my Duty, Fidelity, and 
Submiffion, that you are to be fucceeded by your Son. 

GERMANY. 

Berlin, Nov. §. ‘The Earl of Hyndford, who 
fer out for Hanover the 31ft of laft Month, has 
been fent for by the King of Great Britain in order 
to receive Initructions on the prefent State of Af- 
fairs in the Empire, and the Means to accommodate 
Matters with the Concurrence of the principal 
Members of the Germanick Body. The King, 
why has already difcovered his Sentiments on this 
Subject, is ftillin the fame Dilpofitions to do all 
that lies in his Power towards compleating fo good 
a Work: His Majelty has made the ftrongeft De- 
clarations on this Head, both to the Imperial Court 
and the other Powers concern’d; fo that we don’t 
doubt but he will readily chime ia with the Mea-

‘Nhe Baron de Reifchach having received 
a Courier from Vienna with Difpatches of the lift 
Importance, he order’d him to be fent dire@ly a- 
way to London. Count Joho Palf, Palatine of 
Hungary, has fent the Queen, his Sovereign, a 
Lift of the Men voted by the States of that King- 
dom, which amount in the whole to 82,000, tor 
the Service of the next Year.

AMERICA. 

New-York, dug. 15. By Capt. Cregier, in 21 
Days from Jamaica, we hear, that feveral Prizes 
have been lately fent in there, by his Majefty’s 
Ships of War ; one of which was a large Pelacra, 
taken by the St. Albans the Beginning ot July laft, 
as fhe was going into Carthagena; which was al- 
ready condemned at Jamaica, and computed to be 
worth near 30,000 1. Sterling. 





LONDON. 

The John, Seabrook, is arrived in the Downs 
from Virginia, and brings Advice, That the Queen 
of Hungary, Blackburn, from Jamaica, and ano- 
ther of the mifling Ships, were got into York River 
in Virginia.

Laft Week came on the Ele&ion of Vice-Chan- 
cellor for the Univerfity of Cambridge ; the Can- 
didates were the Rev. Dr. George, Provoft of 
King’s College, and the Rey. Mr. Prefcot, Mat- 
ter of Katherine-Hall and Prebendary of Norwich ; 
the former of whom was chofen. 

Wehave Advice from the Weftern Iflands, that 
an Englith Man of War of 60 Guns had engaged 
a Spanifh Man of War, called the St. Antonio, 
commanded by Sir Mark Forefter, and had taken 
her, after an Engagement of 11 Hours. Ie is fuid 
this Prize has on board four Millions of Peices of 
Eight, and a very rich Cargo befides. ‘The Eng- 
lith are faid to have carried her into Fial. * 

The Marriage of the Infanta Maria-Therefa 
with the Dauphin, will be declared on the Queen 
of Spain’s Birth-day. 

The Count de Perelada, who is the principal 
Favourite of the Infant Dun Philip, has been re- 
called ; but for what Reafon, the French Letters, 
by which we have this News, do not fay. 

‘The fame Letrers affert, that his Royal Highne‘s 
will pafs the Winter at Paris; all the Difficulties 
to the Ceremony being adjufted, particularly with 
regard to the Duke of Orleans, on whofe Ac- 
count it had been hitherto delayed. 

We are aflured that the Samuel, Lynn, a Swe- 
difh Ship, bound from Lisbon to Genoa, having 
been ftupt and examined at Sea by an Englith Maa 
of War, there were found on board her 200,0c0 
Pieces of Eight belonging to the Spaniards, on which 
fhe was carried into Gibraltar. 

Monday there was Advice that the Queen of 
Hungary, Blackburn, one of the Jamaica Fleet,

Watkin Williams Wynne, Bart. Member of Par- 
liament for the County of Denbigh, Plaintiff ; 
and William Myddleton, E‘q; late Sheriff for the 
fame County, Defendant, for double Damages, up- 
on the Statute of the 7th and 8th of K. William 
Ill. for a falfe Return for the faid County, where 
after afair and folemn ‘Trial of 18 Hours, by a 
Special Jury, a Verdict was given for the Plaintiff 
for 1400 1. Damages. 

All the Ruffian Galleys fent to the Affiftance of 
Sweden, are at Turefund, and the Troops that 
were embarked on board them, quartered in that 
Neighbourhood. Moeft of the General Officers are 
gone to Stockholm. 

‘The Danifh Court perceiving that the Czarina 
is ready to employ the whole Force of her Empire 
ayainft them in Support of the Swedes, has laid 
alide all Thoughts of War, and feems difpofed to 
concur with the Ruffians in their Detigns. 

Some private Letters intimate, that M. Van 
Hoey is much more confidered at Court than ever, 
and that it is believed by his frequent Conferences 
with the Minifters, thac he has fome Negotiations 
of Importance on his Hands. 

Couriers from Berlin are more frequent than 
ever; there arrived at Fontainbleau five in one 
Week. It is believed his Pruffian Majetty will pro- 
pofe a Plan of Accommodation, under the Gua- 
ranty of the Dyet at Franckfort. 

Laft Saturday being the Anniverfary of the 
Nifcovery of the Gunpowder ‘Treafon Plot, as 
alfa of the Landing of King William, the fame 
was obferved with great Demonftrations of Joy 
throughout the Cities of London and Welt- 
mintter, 

‘The Right Hon. the Lord Mayor went in State 
to St. Paul’s, attended by the Aldermen, Sheriffs, 
X&c. and heard a Sermon fuitable to the Occafion, 

His Grace the Archbifhop of Canterbury, who 
has been dangeroufly ill of the Jaundice, is much 
better, and there are great Hopes of his Recovery. 

Private Letters from Vienna mention the km- 
prefs Dowager’s being fo much indifpos’d as to keep 
her Bed, and that it was thought fhe would not 
xecover. 

A Storm of Thunder fell on the 19th of Sep- 
tember laft, on the Royal Convent of our Lady 


de Pera at Lisbon, which beat it all to Pieces ; 


and, as it happen’d at the Time of Divine Service, 
24 Monks, and 200 other Perfons were buried in 
the Ruins, 

A few Days ago a large Quantity of run Tea 
was found in Greenwich Hofpital, and fecur’d by 
an Officer of the Excile. 

They write from Aix la Chapelle, of Nov. 11. 
that three Battalions of his Britannick Majetty’s 
Guards, with four Cannon and four Pontons arri- 
ved there that Day, in their Way to Flanders. 
‘They were to profecute their March the next Day, 
and to be immediately follow’d by the fifth Divifion 
of the Englifh Troops, confifting of Duroure’s, 
Pulteney’s, Blith’s and Campbel’s Regiments of 
Foot, commanded by Major General Lord Rothes, 
and Brigadier General Carapbell. A Part of the 
Cannon and Pontons march alfo with this Di- 
Villon, 

Private Letters from Frankfort mention theit 
having Advice from Italy, that the Spaniards had 
been fuiced from their Potts at Rimini, and had 
retired with great Precipitation. 

We hear by the laft Letters from Carolina, that 
a Ship which had failed from hence to the Havan- 
nab, with about 70 Spanith Prifoxcis, to be ex-- 
changed there for as many Englifh, was returned, 
and had brought back near 150 Kritifh Seamen, 
&c. which were generoufly releafed by the Go- 
vertor of the Havannah.
